Warrant for Town Meeting 


BS. STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan in the 
County of Grafton in said State qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
at ten of the clock inthe forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Treasurer, 
Overseer of the Poor, Tax Collector, one Library Trus- 
tee for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three 
years, and three Highway Agents. 

Article 2. To choose by major vote, surveyors of 
lumber, fence viewers, Constables, measurers of wood 
and bark, weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents, 
and such other officers and agents as the town may judge 
necessary to be chosen. 

Article 3. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to the compensation of the Collector of Taxes and 
the limitation of time of settlement with the town. 

Article 4. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to giving a discount on taxes. 


Article 5. To see if the town will raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town expenses, in- 
cluding maintenance of the poor, salaries and expenses 
of the town officers, expense of the municipal court, po- 
lice department, health department, forest fire department, 
highway department, cemeteries, including cost of driv- 
ing hearse, and all necessary expenses. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to accept pro- 
visions of Chapter 87, Section 1, of the Revised Statutes,

on a section of the Mascoma Valley road, so-called, and 
appropriate, or set aside from the amount raised for high- 
way work, the sum of $200 for this purpose. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2900 for Trunk Line maintenance. 

Article 8. To see ifthe town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2200 for State Aid maintenance. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to apply for 
Trunk Line Construction of highways and raise the sum 
of $2000 therefor. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400 in addition to the sum required by law for 
the support of the library and branch libraries. 

Article 1l. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $500 for the purpose of continuing the control of 
White Pine Blister Rust. 

Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to buy a piece of land forthe purpose of building 
a storehouse to take the place of the one now located on 
the land of B. E. Goss. 

Article 13. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal 
voters to see if the town will vote to install five more 
street lights at Canaan Center, to be located as follows: 
Two on the road leading to Dorchester, two on the road 
leading to Sawyer Hill, and one on the road leading to 


Fred Butman’s. 
Article 14. To see if the town will vote to install two 


street lights between the North Church and the Canaan 
Center Schoolhouse. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to install two 
additional street lights at the easterly end of Parker 
Street, so-called, in Canaan Village. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to install one 
street light at the end of the street, near Monteville East- 


man’s residence. 
Article 17. To see if the town will vote to install four 


street lights from the top of Gristmill Hill, so-called, to 
the east end of the Welch bridge, so-called, leading from 
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Canaan to West Canaan, being located as follows: One 
at the top of Gristmill Hill, one at the west end of the 
bridge at the foot of the hill, one near the home of Har- 
ley Hazen, and one at the east end of the Welch bridge, 
and appropriate money for the same. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
five-ton tractor and snow-plow, and raise movey for 
same. 

Article 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to purchase the lot, building, seats, and 
moving picture machines formerly owned by Mt. Cardi- 
gan Lodge No. 31, Knights of Pythias, for the sum of 
$8500 and to raise the money therefor by giving the 
Mascoma Savings Bank of Lebanon, New Hampshire, ten 
notes, each for the sum of $850, payable in one, two, three, 
four, five, six, seven, eight, nine, and ten years respec- 
tively with interest at the rate of 4 per cent payable semi- 
annually, or act thereon. 

Article 20. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers heretofore chosen and pass any 
vote relating thereto.

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Superintendent S Report 
To the Members of the School Board: 
Gentlemen— 

The past year has been one of a quiet, continuous 
growth in the work of the schools. Better quality has 
been evident in the work done in the schools, both by 
teachers and pupils; the high school has been adding to 
its already good reputation and increasing in enroll- 
ment; the pupils in the grammar schools are being bet- 
ter prepared to enter the high school. 

A serious handicap to effective work in preparing 
pupils for entrance to high school is the necessity for ev- 
ery teacher in town who has eighth grade pupils under 
her instruction toteach also several other grades with 
them. Grammar school subjects are not easy, either to 
teach or to learn. They require much study time out- 
side of school hours on the part of the pupils, and much 
thought and planning on the part of the teacher. In 
school hours much assistance and real teaching must be 
given these pupils to make upper grade lessons clear. 
When these teachers must give a major portion of their 
school time to grades below the eighth, insufficient time 
is left for this grade and as a result pupils must present 
themselves at the high school somewhat less prepared 
than they should be. 

At the Village school the teacher has two grades be- 
low the eighth to instruct; at the Center she has three 
lower grades; at West Canaan, three; and in the three 
one-room schools she has seven other grades unless by 
reason of a small number of pupils some of these lower 
grades are wanting. 

Sometime in the future and as soon as the district can 
afford the step, a centralized seventh and eighth grade 
school under the care of its own teacher, and connected 
with the high school under the form of a Junior High 
School organization will greatly improve the education 
of our pupils, Under this plan an additional teacher 
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would be needed, and a part of the instruction would be 
given by the high school teachers already employed. 

It is believed that such an arrangement could be 
made with very little, if any, added cost of transporta- 
tion and text books. Of course the additional teacher 
would mean an additional salary. It would also mean 
additional instruction in some of the simpler high school 
subjects to boys and girls who for many reasons cannot 
enter high school and are obliged to stop their education 
at the end of the eighth grade. 

The health work in the schools this year will be 
done by Miss Della V. Carr of Franklin, a trained nurse 
of considerable experience. She will be at work in the 
schools from February 1 the remainder of the year. 
The state will pay her forthe work in the elementary 
schools, as it did last year, the expense in the high 
school being borne by the district. | 

Two new routes for transporting school children had 
to be opened this year, which has added considerably to 
the transportation expense in elementary schools. Up 
to the present the expense of high school transportation 
has been less than for the same period last year. 

Following this report are certain tables which will 
show the facts of the schools as they are organized this 
year. } 

Great credit is due the teachers for their work of the 
present year and there has heen most excellent cooper- 
ation on the part of the parents.

The attendance record for 1924-25 is good—95.48 
percent. The figures for the first half of the present 
school year (93.59 percent) do not compare favorably with 
the record of last year. 

The importance of attendance cannot be over em- 
phasized. No teacher can successfully instruct pupils 
who are present today and absent tomorrow. In most 
cases parents show a real interest and effectively cooper- 
ate with the teachers in these problems, yet, there are, 
on our records, failures that are due to no other cause .

The figures for the year 1924-1925 showing the prog- 
ress of pupils show a steady, though slow, progress in 
scholarship. It is exceedingly difficult to establish 
standards of scholarship that will stand the test of col- 
lege and normal school requirements. The teaching 
staff felt, last June, that they had reached the minimum 
of that requirement. Canaan High School should do 
better than attain the minimum—it should acquire at 
least a margin of safety. With this in mind it has been 
our deliberate aim this year to attain a higher level of 
scholarship. Our courses have, therefore, been made 
more difficult, more ground has been covered and in 
greater detail. The result was inevitable: failures dur- 
ing the first two report periods are too frequent. The 
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third period reports show that readjustment on the part 
of the pupils has begun to take place, although the 
change was not sufficient to balance the lower level of 
the first two report periods and the strain of examina- 
tions. 

Two and one-half years have passed since Canaan 
High school became a four-year school, which gives an 
opportunity to make a comparison of statistics. A 
graphic study of enrollment is interesting.

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First: Canaan High School is a growing institution. 

Second: The increase in enrollment is largely due 
to the greater number of tuition pupils. 

Third: Practically the total increase in enrollment 
during the last three years has turned toward the com- 
mercial curriculum. ‘The academic course is static. 

The educational problem involved is self-evident and 
is worthy of your consideration. 

The most pressing problem of the immediate future 
is that of class room accommodations. Every seat is oc- 
cupied at the present time. For several weeks some pu- 
pils were obliged to use recitation chairs as desks. An- 
other large recitation room is very essential if enroll- 
ment is to increase even to only a slight degree.
